The CASE of the Reſpondents, 
Robert Hyde and FZohn Clements: 


HAT the other Reſpondent, Swayn:, having occaſion 
_ to botrow Money, did apply himſelf to theſe Reſpon- 
dents to furniſh him therewith ; and he rhe ſaid Swain 
then making 'it appear to theſe Reſpondents by 
ſeveral Decrees , Orders, and other Proceedings 
: ſigned and inrolled in rhe High Court of Chancery, 
That there was the Sum of 4500 1. and upwards repotted due ro him; 
and that the Mannor and part of the Demeſne Lands of A4bbori 4nne in 
the County of Southampton were made liable ro his Demands by the ſaid 
Court of Chancery, and that he was then in the quiet Poſſeſſion thereof by 
the Authority of that Court; and rhar the Premiſſes were a Truſt Eſtate, 
and had been aſſigned and diſpoſed of from rime to time by the Perſons 
in poſſeſſion thereof as they thought fir for —_ Years pait. And the 
ſaid Swayze then affirming, Thar the ſaid Premiſſes were a pood Security 
for any leſſer Sum of Money than what was ſo reported due to him, and 
Decrecd as aforeſaid. Thefe Reſpondents, upon the Credit of the ſaid 
Decrees and Proceedings, did Advance and Lend unto the ſaid other - 
ReſpondentSwayne theSum of 1 3004. viz. 600 !, part thereof, was firſt lent 
him by the Reſpondent ZZyde, and afterwards 7001. by the Reſpondent 
Clements; and for ſecuring the Repayment thereof with intereſt, rhe ſaid 
Reſpondent Swayne aſſigned to them the ſaid Decrees, and all his Right, 
Title, Intereſt, and Benefit thereunto, and of, in, and to the ſaid other 
Orders and Proceedings of rhe ſaid Court of Chancery. 

That after the Dearth of Rebert Foyle, (who was Husband of the Ap- 
pcellant Elizabeth, and Farher of the Appellant John Foyle, ) theſe Reſpon- 
denrs being informed, Thar the Appellants had gotten intro the Poſſeſſion 
of the Premilſes by ſome undue Means or Practices, and theſe Reſpon- 
dents nor having then received one Penny of their ſaid Principal Money 
or Intereſt, did exhibir rheir Bill into rhe ſaid Court of Chancery againſt 
the ſaid Appellants, and the ſaid other Reſpondent Swayze to pur in Exc- 
cution the ſaid ſeveral former Decrees, and other Proceedings, and to 
have the Benefit thereof; and thar Cauſe coming to be Heard in the ſaid 
Court of Chancery on the 4th Day of May before the Lord Keeper,a Decree 
was made on behalf of theſe Reſpondents; as ro ſome part bnly of the 
faid Truſt Eſtare. Bur the Councel for thefe Reſpondents not being ar 
that tire fully prepar'd, rheſe Reſpondems on the 8th Day of November 
laſt did again bring on the ſaid Cauſe ro be Heard in the faid Court; and | 
then upon long Debate, and hearing whac could be infiſted on by the 

Councel on either Side, it was Ordered and Decreed, That theſe Reſpon- 
dents ſhonld ſtand in rhe Place of the faid Mr. Swayze, and ſhould be 
put into the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Truft Eſtate and Premilles, and ſhould 


have the full Benefic thereof until they ſhould be fully paid and ſatisfied 
their {aid Principal Money with Intereſt and Coſts.
